Tickets are John gone 

Elton fans prepared to pay to attend sold-out September shows

Elton John fans are frantic 
for tickets. 

Two concerts in Septem¬ 
ber sold out in an hour on 
Friday morning. About 1.2 
million people tried to 
snatch up 23,000 tickets, 
leaving hundreds of un¬ 
lucky fans to post ads on 
the classified website Kijiji. 
Some are willing to pay 
whatever it takes. 

“The cheapest I’ve seen 
so far is $300 for a ticket 
and that’s behind the 
stage,” said Ryan Doucette 
of Halifax, who as of yester¬ 
day is still ticket-less. 

Tickets originally cost be¬ 
tween $95.50 and $149.50 
plus service charges. 

Doucette, and others on¬ 
line, are wondering if scalp¬ 
ing is legal. But it’s a free-for- 
all-since there are no scalp¬ 
ing laws in Nova Scotia. 

“I’d say about half the tick¬ 
ets bought are being scalped 
right now,” he said. 

“I think if you’re buying 
tickets, they should ask 
your name and to be print¬ 
ed on that ticket and when 
I go to that show, I show 
my ID.”

Last year, 23 Nova Sco¬ 
tians died in unsupervised 
swimming accidents. 

“During the height of 
summer, many Nova Sco¬ 
tians seek refuge from the 
heat at the beach or lake,” 
said Premier Rodney Mac¬ 


Donald in a news release. 

“By raising awareness 
about water safety this 
week, I hope we can pre¬ 
vent tragic drowning acci¬ 
dents in our province.” 

“Having another safe 
season is our primary goal. 
I am confident the team of 
guards we have this year 
will be able to complete 
the task,” said Paul D’Eon, 
director of the Nova Scotia 
Lifeguard Service. “Hope¬ 
fully, we can also have a bit 
of fun.” 

Drowning is the third 
leading cause of uninten¬ 
tional death for Canadians 
under the age of 60. 

More than 60 lifeguards 
will work at Nova Scotian 
beaches this summer.

Nurses' union unhappy with criminal-background

nursing The head of the No¬ 
va Scotia Nurses’ Union says 
requiring nurses to pay for a 
criminal-background check 
is one more obstacle to keep¬ 
ing them in the province.

check which costs $30.

should be enough. 

College executive direc¬ 
tor Linda Hamilton said 
the measure is to protect 
the public.

start in ’09 

Talks in final stages

lt*s been more than four 
years since a 12-storey de¬ 
velopment with a skating 
rink and boardwalk was 
announced for the Halifax 
waterfront. But the land at 
the foot of Salter Street 
still remains a sprawling 
parking lot. 

The Waterfront Develop¬ 
ment Corp., which owns 
the land, says it is in the fi¬ 
nal stages of negotiations 
with the private developer, 
Centennial Group. 

“We’re anticipating that 
will be completed in the 
near term, and that con¬ 
struction will start some¬ 
time in 2009,” said the cor¬ 
poration’s planning and 
development director Eric 
Burchill. 

He said the development 
deal is complex because of 
its size, the number of pub¬ 
lic spaces and amenities, 
and the fact the corpora¬ 
tion will lease the land. 

Designed by the Toronto- 
based WZMH Architects, 
the Salter Block develop¬ 
ment includes two wave- 
lilce buildings — one is a 
12-storey residential build¬ 
ing that becomes five 
storeys at the water, and 
the other is a five-storey 
boutique hotel. It also in¬ 
cludes a one-acre public 
park with a seasonal out¬ 
door skating rink, indoor 
winter garden, about 
65,000 square feet of shop¬ 
ping space and under¬ 
ground parking. 

This fall, the corporation 
will begin building a wharf 
and boardwalk around the 
site for the public to use 
while the development is 
under construction. 

“That’s particularly im¬ 
portant because we have a 
large tall ships event next 
year, and the intent is to do 
that construction so that it’s 
ready and won’t disrupt 
pedestrian flow along the 
harbour walk in the high 
season,” Burchill said. 

Regional council ap¬ 
proved the project last 
June and is awaiting a per¬ 
mit application from the 
developer.

Footless body 
adds new twist 

Cops solve part of B.C. mystery 


RCMP have solved part of 
the mystery of the severed 
feet after matching one 
pair with a missing 
Vancouver man, but a new 
twist emerged this week¬ 
end with the disclosure 
that a footless body was 
found 16 months ago in 
Washington state. 

Five feet, all in running 
shoes, have washed up on 
B.C. shorelines since last 
August. Sgt. Pierre 
Lemaitre said yesterday 
DNA samples confirm two 
of those feet belonged to a 
man from the Greater Van¬ 
couver area. 

His family, who asked 
for privacy over the week¬ 


end so they could inform 
other relatives, had sub¬ 
mitted the samples to the 
B.C. Coroner's Service. The 
man was apparently de¬ 
pressed, family members 
told RCMP. 

“At this point, the major 
crime investigators feel 
that this is not as a result 
of foul play,” Lemaitre said. 

The other feet belong to 
two men and one woman, 
according to DNA samples, 
police say. 

RCMP and the coroner's 
office are now awaiting FBI 
data on a body found with 
no feet just south of B.C. in 
the San Juan Islands of 
Washington state.

Call for shift of some U.S. forces from Iraq to Afghanistan 


deadly airstrike 

A foreign airstrike killed nine Afghan policemen in western 
Afghanistan overnight after a clash in which both sides mistook 
the other for Taliban militants, Afghan officials said yesterday. 


U.S. presidential hopeful 
Barack Obama called the 
situation in Afghanistan 
“precarious and urgent” 
yesterday and said Wash¬ 
ington should start 
planning to transfer more 
troops there from Iraq. 

The Illinois Democrat 
spoke from Afghanistan on 
the CBS program Face the 
Nation after meeting pri¬ 
vately with Afghan Presi¬ 
dent Hamid Karzai on an 
overseas trip meant to bol¬ 
ster his foreign policy cre¬ 
dentials. 

“We have to understand 
that the situation is precar¬ 
ious and urgent here in 
Afghanistan and I believe 


this has to be the central 
focus, the central front, in 
our battle against terror¬ 
ism,” Obama said. 

Obama was spending 
last night in Kuwait where 
he met the Gulf Arab 
state’s emir, Sheikh Sabah 
al-Ahmad al-Sabah. He was 
due to fly on to Iraq for 
meetings today. 

He is also due to visit Jor¬ 
dan, Israel, Germany, 
France and Britain on a for¬ 
eign tour he hopes will 


help answer Republican 
criticism that he lacks the 
experience to be com¬ 
mander in chief. 

Obama wants to send 
two more brigades, or 
some 7,000 U.S. troops, to 
Afghanistan and shift the 
emphasis from what he 
calls the Bush administra¬ 
tion’s “single-minded” fo¬ 
cus on Iraq. 

“There’s starting to be a 
growing consensus that it’s 
time for us to withdraw 


some of our combat troops 
out of Iraq, deploy them 
here in Afghanistan ... Now 
is the time for us to do it.” 

If the United States wait¬ 
ed for a new administra¬ 
tion to take office, it could 
take a year to boost troop 
levels, he said. 

Adm. Michael Mullen, 
President George W. Bush’s 
top military advisor as 
chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, said the sit¬ 
uation in Afghanistan was 
mixed, but not dire. 

“I would not say in any 
way, shape or form that 
we’re losing in 
Afghanistan,” Mullen said 
on Fox News Sunday.

One woman was hurt by 
a flying stone and another 
treated for shock after the 
resort blasts which hit at 
mid-day. They followed an 
early morning explosion 
outside a Barclays bank 
branch in a town near Bil¬ 
bao. 

The attacks marked the 


beginning of ETA’s tradi¬ 
tional summer bombing 
campaign, which targets 
holiday resorts as part of 
the group’s four-decade 
struggle for an independent 
Basque state. The attacks 
are meant to hurt tourism, 
one of Spain’s biggest for¬ 
eign income earners. 

Spain's Socialist govern¬ 
ment says ETA has been se¬ 
verely weakened by a string 
of arrests, but the guerrilla 
group has staged more than 
a dozen attacks and killed 
two people since the begin¬ 
ning of the year.

toy wars Mattel Inc won a 
nearly complete victory in 
its U.S. federal copyright 
infringement case against 
rival MGA Entertainment 
over which toymalcer owns 
the original drawings for 
the $1 billion-plus US Bratz 
fashion doll franchise.

B.C.’s diversity 
important for 
all of Canada

ne of my 
proudest mo¬ 
ments came in 
1992 at the in¬ 
augural Earth 
Summit in Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil. Along with the UN 
Framework Convention on 
Climate Change (which in 
turn led to the Kyoto Proto¬ 
col), a second key outcome 
of this international meet¬ 
ing was the signing of the 
Convention on Biological 
Diversity, a groundbreak¬ 
ing agreement founded on 
the principle that conserv¬ 
ing biological diversity is “a 
common concern of all hu¬ 
mankind.” Canada was the 
first of 189 countries to sign 
the agreement. 

B.C.’s Conservation 
Framework for protecting 
wildlife, released on July 9, 
made me realize, though, 
that all the agreements in 
the world won’t add up to 
much if they aren’t fol¬ 
lowed with action. For B.C., 
the stakes couldn’t be high¬ 
er. The government’s new 
policy was accompanied by 
research on the health of 
the province’s wildlife and 
wilderness, which paints a 
dire picture. Some 1,640 
species (or 43 per cent of as¬ 
sessed wildlife) and four 
“biogeoclimatic zones” 
(about 5 per cent of B.C.’s 
land base) are threatened 
enough to be of conserva¬ 
tion concern. 

B.C. and Alberta are the 
only provinces that don’t 
have endangered species 
laws. But these laws are es¬ 
sential to addressing such a 
serious problem. 

British Columbia needs a 
clear law to recover wildlife 
at risk and to protect habi¬ 
tat to prevent species from 
becoming at risk in the first 
place. B.C. could look to On¬ 
tario, which enacted a new 
Endangered Species Act in 
2007. Although the Ontario 
law isn’t perfect, it includes 
strong wording for habitat 



Biological richness 


• B.C. is home to 76 per cent of 
Canada's bird species, 70 per 
cent of its freshwater fish, 60 
per cent of its evergreen trees, 
and thousands of other plants 
and animals. That biological 
richness makes it a critical part 
of Canada's overall wealth. On¬ 
ly 16 northern spotted owls, 
above, are left in B.C. 

protection and mandatory 
planning for the recovery 
of endangered and threat¬ 
ened species. 

The loss of biodiversity 
affects not just the produc¬ 
tion of commodities like 
the food we eat, the timber 
we use to build our homes, 
and the medicines we use 
to heal ourselves, but many 
other so-called “ecosystem 
services” as well, like clean 
air and clean water. Howev¬ 
er, according to the United 
Nations, two-thirds of the 
ecosystem services provid¬ 
ed by nature are threatened 
by human actions, such as 
unsustainable logging, pol¬ 
lution, and global warming. 

It’s been 16 years since 
my hopes were raised that 
humanity was on the right 
track to creating a world 
that recognized the impor¬ 
tance of biodiversity to hu¬ 
man survival. And yet, the 
crisis in biodiversity has 
worsened. 

The B.C. government, 
along with all of Canada, 
still has the opportunity to 
lead the way. Its new policy 
for wildlife protection may 
be a start, but it doesn’t 
match the kind of leader¬ 
ship the province has 
shown in combating global 
warming.

kept him there, but it was 
parental pocketbooks 
that provided him buoy¬ 
ancy for 17 years. 

Canadian Sport Centre’s 
Casey Peirce said the “im¬ 
age of the ‘poor starving 
athlete’ is now pretty 
much a myth,” and while 
Sioui’s ribs aren’t sticking 
together, he humbly begs 
to differ. 

“It has definitely been a 
struggle,” said Sioui, a 
three-event swimming rep¬ 
resentative for Canada in 
Beijing. “If my parents 
weren’t there to give me 
money, to give me support 
of all kinds, it’s hard to say, 
but I don’t think I would 
have made it to this level.” 

His mother, Lori, Beijing- 
bound along with his fa¬ 
ther Stephen and sister De¬ 
von, said she “can’t even 
begin to guess” how much 
dough freely flowed from 
family coffers and spilled 
into her son’s career. 

She doesn’t want to 
know, either. 

“We always found the 
money somewhere, we 
never regretted spending 
one dime because as a par¬ 
ent, when your child is in¬ 
to something like that, you 
just find ways to make it 
work,” she said. “Now that 
he’s accomplished his 
dream, it’s all worth it.” 

In February, the federal 


government pledged $20 
million for Summer 
Olympic-calibre athletes 
over the next two years 
and $24 million every year 
thereafter. 

Only $8 million will hit 
bank accounts in 2008. 
That’s a far cry from the 
$110 million committed in 
the Own The Podium pro¬ 
gram for Vancouver 2010, 
and too late for Canada’s 
Beijing medal hopefuls 
such as Sioui, the NCAA’s 
2002 butterfly champ as a 
freshman on full scholar¬ 
ship at the University of 
Florida, who has seen the 
best and worst of times. 

At the age of 18, with 
nine years’ experience 
tucked into his Speedo, the 
6-foot-6 swimmer missed 
the 2000 Olympics by 
three-tenths of a second. It 
was the first time he’d ever 
missed a target time, and 
the first time he’d failed to 
make a team. 

A lack of confidence

evaporated his second 
Olympic trial try in 2004, 
missing the mark by six- 
tenths of a second. 

“I needed a fresh start, a

your life, it can be detri¬ 
mental to a fault,” he says. 

After moving to train at 
the University of Calgary 
two years ago, the Trenton, 
Ont., registered Huron 
Tribe member got his fresh 
start, his “last shot unless 
something miraculous 
happens.” 

He’s in the best form of 
his career and his coach, 
Jan Bidrman, who will be 
on deck in Beijing, said the 
4x200-metre freestyle re¬ 
lay medal contender is one 
of the best swimmers the 
University of Calgary has 
“ever seen,” putting him in 
the ranks of Curtis Myden, 
three-time Olympic bronze 
medallist. 

A part-time job would 
have derailed his Olympic 
dreams “because swim¬ 
ming is pretty close to a 
full-time job at this level,” 
he says. 

“I definitely couldn’t 
have done this alone.”

A NASCAR visitor edged 
out two local racers to 
take first place in the IWK 
250 Saturday night at 
Riverside Speedway near 
Antigonish. 

Regan Smith from North 
Carolina took home the 
$10,000 first place prize in 
what was billed as the rich¬ 
est event ever held in the 
Maritimes with a purse 
more than $103,000. Smith 
led the final 17 laps, be¬ 
coming the fifth different 
driver to take the Halcraft 
Print checkered flag in six 
events on the 2008 season.

n 1977, the paleontol¬ 
ogy department at 
Toronto’s Royal Ontario 
Museum (ROM) wanted 
a technician who could 
mould and cast fossils. 
Fresh out of the fine arts 
program with a specializa¬ 
tion in sculpture at the Uni¬ 
versity of Guelph, Peter May 
thought he could do the 
job. 

At the interview, howev¬ 
er, he just wanted to get his 
hands dirty on the muse¬ 
um’s new technology. “I 
didn’t care about the job, I 
just wanted to know how 
they were making moulds.” 
Soon, he had dust all over 
his good suit. “I don’t know 
anything about dinosaurs,” 
he told the interviewer. 
“Don’t worry, it’ll come,” he 
was told. May was hired on 
the spot. 

Now, nearly thirty years

Like many young men, 
Mike Benteau spent the 
summer after high school 
painting the town red. And 
white. And blue. Really, 
whatever colour the home- 
owner wanted. 

Unemployed and armed 
with his grandfather’s old 
ladder and a few half-used 
buckets of paint, he had an 
idea for how he could spend 
his pre-university summer. 

“I thought, ‘I could paint 
houses,”’ Benteau says, and 
so he went knocking on 
doors. 

“I used to get up at seven 
in the morning and I’d work 
until sundown. And I’d do 
that seven days a week for 
the first couple of years,” 
says the founder of Halifax’s 
award-winning University 
First Class Painters. 

Soon he had too much 
work and passed it on to his 


later, 53-year-old May runs 
Trenton, Ontario’s Research 
Casting International, one 
of the few companies in the 
world that moulds and casts 
dinosaur bones and other 
fossils, and mounts full mu¬ 
seum installations. Over the 
last twenty years, he and his 
staff have worked on 250 
museum exhibits around 
the world, including the 
Barosaurus “Gordo” at the 
ROM and the dinosaur ex¬ 
hibit at the Canadian Muse¬ 
um of Nature in Ottawa. 

Back in 1986, while he 
was working as the ROM’s 
head technician, May start¬ 
ed getting calls from other 
museums. May would rent 
space to put together a di¬ 
nosaur or fossil exhibit, and 
would shut down until the 
next job. “One day it never 
shut down,” says May. Even¬ 
tually, he left the ROM — 
business was booming as 
many museums didn’t have 
the proper ventilation to do 
work that created fumes. 

May recently moved his 
20-employee company to a 
48,000 square foot site in 
Trenton. There, staff start 
with a dinosaur bone still 
stuck in rock and end up

friends, thus birthing the 
first franchises. 

In the 26 years that fol¬ 
lowed, his company has ex¬ 
panded across the country. 

Benteau has six franchis¬ 
es in Halifax this summer, 
painting about 700 houses. 

“I drove through the city 
one time and somebody 
asked me which houses I 
had painted. We drove 
through the south end and 
it was almost 80 per cent of 
the houses,” he says. 

The focus over the last 
five years has shifted to 
business training. 

“For a lot of these kids, 
it’s their first dealing with 
business. These are the up- 
and-coming entrepreneurs

Signs of

_ when dismissing 

employees. But with no le¬ 
gal entitlement to contin¬ 
ued employment, no one is 
indispensable. Canadian 
employees may have little 
certainty these days — and 
less job security. 

Here are some signs that 
you are about to be fired 
that I have gleaned from 
my clients in the work¬ 
place trenches: 

• Your performance is 
scrutinized. Although your 
employer need not build a 
case for incompetence to 
dismiss you, many try to 
do it anyway, whether the 
motivation is sinister, or 
simply a device to measure 
dissatisfaction. 

• Having turned on you 
already, your employer’s 
constructive feedback be¬ 
comes scarce. 

• If you handle client ac¬ 
counts, these clients will 
slowly be introduced to 
other representatives at 
the firm. 

• If your employer as¬ 
sumes, even incorrectly, 
that you are about to de¬ 
fect to a competitor, ex¬ 
pect a swift response. Your 
computer will be moni¬ 
tored, or your access to the 
company server restricted. 

• You experience differ¬ 
ential treatment on finan¬ 
cial terms. Incentives, 
such as bonuses, are the 
most identifiable and 
among the most con¬ 
tentious issues. 

• Memos will arrive with 
comments where you were 
previously given instruc¬ 
tions or feedback orally. 

• Your job becomes less 
defined. Assignments are 
more menial, shorter term 
and, ironically, easier to 
complete. 

• You find your current 
job posted online, hopeful¬ 
ly, while looking for anoth¬ 
er one.
